The trees are very large, the 
undergrowth rank, and huge ferns 
cover the ground everywhere. Here 
and there are little cabins with small 
clearings, but whether fishing, mining 
or farming is the principal means of 
support of the occupants is not clear to 
the passing traveller. Whoever ths 
people are occupying them, evidently 
ambition is not the curse of their lives. 
The surrounding forest is not in any 
very immediate danger of destruction 
at their hands.

that the profit on the product of an 
acre may possibly pay interest on 
investment, there is not likely to be 
‘more than a very gradual expansiun ; 
which will result from climatic and 
acenic attractions and pressure of popu- 
lation rather than from business rea- 
sons. Under the present crop system 
even this favored section of the pro- 
vince cannot keep pace with the local 
demand. Unless the crop system is 
changed there will be no very great 
agricultural expansion, and if it 18 
changed to more profitable lines the 
district ceases to be a competitor with 
the prairie farmer. If fruit growing is 
taken up successfully the prairie farmer 
becomes British Columbia’s best cus- 
tomer. 

The absolute lack of grass, except 
where the forest has beeu cleared away, 
or in the flooded lands, was very 
striking. Consequently very few cattle 
were to be seen. 
nearly all were Jerseys; beautiful 
little animals, particularly suited to the 
moist climate and low lying land ; and 
giving the richest return of cream from 
a limited area of pasturage. 


tasted. 
were fairly good, they were not all 
that could be desired. Whether this 
was due to inferior variety, neglect in 
cultivation or unsuitability of climate 
deponent sayeth not, as a refiection 
might be thought to be contained in 
one suggestion or the other. A Do- 
minion experimental farm is situated 
at Agassiz station, in plain view of the 
railway. This farm exhibited fruits of 
all kinds at the New Westminster fair, 
including grapes, pears, plums and 
apples, which certainly in appearance 
could not be excelled ; and it was said 
by those who had the opportunity of 
knowing that the flavor and texture 
were equal to the appearance. It is 
not generally considered thet the 
climate of the lower Fraser, is well 
adapted for grapes, and the apparent 
success of the experimental farm may 
possibly illustrate that where there 
are eo many advantageous conditions, 
properly directed energy may over- 
came some of those which are disad- 
vantageous. If they can be overcome 
in the case of grapes they can be much 
more easily in the case of cherries, 
plums, pears and apples. Wheat and 
oats grow well, but the yield is not 
phenomenal, and the wheat is of a soft 
variety—as indeed is all the wheat 
raised west of the mountains.

The 
village of Hope is on the opposite side 
of the Fraser and is not seen from the 
railway. It is at this point that the 
extension of the Crow’s Nest railway 
is ultimately expected to reach the 
main iine of the C. P. R., and the 
navigation of the Fraser. Between 
Medicine Hat and Hope the C. P. R. 
takes a great bend northward, reaching 
its most northerly peint at Beaver 
mouth, 175 miles north of the inter- 
national boundary. Hope is only about 
25 miles from the boundary, and 
Medicine Hat is not much more, so 
that a straight line from Medicine 
Hat to Hope would cut off a bend of 
about 150 miles, or anywhere between 
25) and 300 miles of the present dis- 
tance between those two points. Of 
course the proposition may not be 
really as good as it looks, but there is 
no doubt that it looks very attractive, 
particularly as such a line would pass 
through, either a coal, or gold, silver, 
copper and lead producing region for 
ths whole distance. A great part of 
tue railway is now built, another im- 
portant part is under construction, the 
coal and metals have been and are 
being developed, and less than 175 
miles of the road remains to be placed 
nnder contract. Of this distance the 
‘uilding of 75 miles from Midway to 
Penticton, at the foot of Okanagan 
lake, is practically assured, so that 
only 100 miles from Penticton to 
Hope remains to be arranged for. It 
is to the completion of the Crow's 
Nest road through to Hope that the 
Canadian coast cities look to enable 
them to do their fair share of the trade 
cf Kootenay.

This is part of the reason why such a 
comparatively small portion of such a 
highly favored district is cultivated. 
The other part of the reason is that the 
land is largely in the hands of a few 
individuals who hold it even in its 
wild state at exhorbitant figures. 
British Columbia came into being as 
a civilized settlement solely and only 
because of the existence of gold mines 
—the richest that have ever yet been 
found. While gold miniug was the 
only source of wealth, and indeed prac- 
tically the only means of livelihood 
—while people dreamed only of gold, 
and that in millions—farming was 
thought little of, if not actually de- 
spised as a calling, and farming land 
was lightly considered. It was not 
really worth much in the early days, 
and was uot credited in the public 
mind with even its real value. The

direct access of Eastern Canada over 
the C. P. R. and the Corbin lines over- 
balances the shorter actual distance of 
the coast cities. They ask very fairly 
that the same line whose construction 
up to acertain point cuts them out of 
the trade of a part of their own pro- 
vince should be continued along its 
natural lines for another hundred miles 
so as to enable them to share in that 
trade on fair terms. It is alleged that 
there are insurmountable engineering 
difficulties in the pass through the 
mountains east of Hope, but with the 
toboggan slide,know nas the Big Hill,on 
the main line as it comes down the 
west side of the Rockies, and the 
almost as difficult climbing of the 
Corbin and Heinzie roads to the top of 
of Red Mountain, in active and profit- 
able operation, it is difficult to aay just 
what is impossible in railroading now 
adays. When railroaders say a thing 
is impoasible it merely means that 
they are not ready to undertake it, and 
don’t want aayone else to. 

From Hope to the ocean, a distance 
of about 80 miles, and on each side of 
the Fraser, lies the largest block of 
possible agricultural land in British 
Columbia. It certainly has many 
advantages. The Fraser, a great wide 
stream with slow current, flows through 
its centre, offering the cheapest possible 
means of transport all the year round. 
The large cities of the coast and their 
outgoing trade furnish a ready market 
for all products of the farm at the 
best prices. The C. P. R. traverses 
the district from end to end, and con- 
nects at Mission city by a branch with 
the great United States cities of Puget 
Sound. The opportunities for market 
and the transport facilities are simply 
unexcelled. Although the soil would 
not be accounted rich in the North- 
west, being of reddish sandy and 
gravelly clay, the climate is such, 
being very moist and mild and having 
a very long open season, that it pro- 
duces abundantly. Clover and timothy 
are perennial, and the coarse roots 
grow to monstrous size. Small fruits 
thrive exceedingly, and are of good 
quality. Tree fruits grow magnifi- 
cently even without cultivation, but are 
not in all cases all that can be desired 
in quality. The apples particularly are 
of large size, but have the reputation of 
being woody in texture. Cherries, plums 
and pears are said to be of better 
quality. Cherries were not in season 
in October and therefore were not 


provincial government has full control 
of the public lands, and in those early 
days in one way and another, the farm- 
ing lands of the province fell largely 
into the hands of a few individuals. 
With the advent of the railway, the 
development of mining, the expansion 
of commerce, and particularly the plain 
fact that the possible area is decidedly 
limited, high values were fixed by the 
holders on these large tracts. Their 
ability to hold is increased over what it 
would be elsewhere in Canada from the 


fact that the chief burden of taxation 


for public purposes is laid on persoas 


and personal property,—also a growth 
of the placer mining days—rather than 


on land. The provincial government 


levies these taxes and makes the road 
and school expenditure itself. The 
wild lands of the lower Fraser being as 
aboved sketched, high in price and ex- 
pensive to clear, the cost to the settler 
is so great that it becomes a question, 
even with the advantages which he 
possesses, whether the profit en the 
class of crop, and quantity of it, which 
he can raise can ever pay profitable 
interest on the investment. An acre 
ef land will only produce so much 
wheat, oats, hay, or roots. Admitting 
all claims of large yields, it will not 
produce very much—if any—more 
than an acre in the Northwest. The 
cost of production is greater there 
owing to the difficulties of the climate 
and for other reasons, and interest on 
$100 to $150 an acre has to be paid 
out of the profit. Fruit crops, or rout 
crops combined with dairying, might 
possibly do it, but wheat and oats 
cannot. If it could be that the coast 
cities could only get their food zupply 
from the farmers of the Fraser as in 
the days before the railway, then those 
farmers could charge such prices as 
would pay, oven with land at the cost 
it is. But the same railways that 
make the present consuming capacity 
of these coast cities possible, ~ brings 
in the competition of the farmers from 
the prairie region of Canada and the 
semi-prairie region of Eastern Washing- 
ton, who raise crops at far less cost than 
than those on the lower Fraser on land 
worth in a state of cultivation only 
from $5,00 te $25.00 an acre. 

For these reasons farming on the 
lower Fraser under the present 
system and conditions is not an alto- 
gether rosy proposition, and unless
